Interesting Letter from Cailro.
Cairo, Ill., July 22d, 1860.

A. 8. Cawr, Esq.—My OLp Frigxp :—Hav-
ing been absent some time, my mind nata-
rally turns towards those whom I love Lo re-
member in days of yore. Well, Susscrisgn,
as I am here, and have been for several days,
yon having heard so much of Cairo, woald
naturally come to the conclusion that, for
one of my temperamens the time would drag
heavily, bat I assure you it is quite the con-
trary, for a better set of fellows, and o better
set of people, do pot live in any town or
city West of the Alleghanies. They are cut
the right way of the leather, certain.
You have, no doubt, read the statement of
Capt. A. D. Miller, of the steamboat Bay City,
the wretch who refus-d to go to the relief of
the suflerers of the ill-fated steamer Ben
Lewis. I was here in about three hours after
that melancholy event took place, and was
conversant of all the facts in the case ; and
that inhumano monster bad the impudence to
publish his card and eay therein, that the
statement made in reference to his conduct
was false in every particular, when the evi-
dence adduaced before the Coroner, on the
body of Mrs. Williams, was from some of the
best citizens. Even his honor, the Mayor,
did not escape the foul slander of uttering a
falsehood, when every man here knows the
facis were plainly set forth by every witness
who testified on that melancholy oceasion.
Well, the people of this good city, after calm
deliberation, met in large numbers, on Sat-
urday night, in frout of the St. Charles Ho-
tcl, (and I must say T never saw a more or-
derly or respectable meeling in any place,)
when Col. Hacker was called to the Chair,
and our old friend Ed. Willet appointed Sec-
retary. Col. Hacker, on taking the chair,
very politely thanked the audience for the
honor conferred upon bim, and in a few well-
timed and pungent remarks, stated the ob-
ject of the meeting; after which a Commitiee
was appointed to draft suitable resolutions
expressive of the sentiments of the people.
